U. S. and Britain 


Forced Against 


DeGaulle Stand 


WASHINGTON ( UP I ) 
- 


T he United States. Britain and 
W est Germ any today appeared 
unable to budge France from 
its opposition to early Berlin 
negotiations with Russia. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara met for more than an 
hour with allied diplomats t h i s 
morning in 
an effort 
to 
reach 
agreement on plans for negotia­ 
tions. 


The three allies have been urg­ 
ing France to join in a Western 
diplomatic initiative, probably in 
the form of calling for a foreign 
ministers meeting with Russia in 
New York soon after the West 
German elections on Sept. 17. 


France has held back because 
of President Charles de Gaulle's 
view that there is nothing to ne­ 
gotiate 
except 
Western 
conces- 
riona, and to do this would be a 
sign of allied weakness.

By day Chuck Davis is a quiet 
employee of the California Water 
and Telephone Co. By night he 
has perhaps 
as 
much 
absolute 
power as any man in the city. 
Davis is the city's chief umpire 
in the fast-growing summer base­ 
ball program at the Polo (¡rounds 
and Williams’ Fields nearby. It is 
his job to assign himself and sev­ 
en other regular umpires to refer­ 
ee games, 
see that 
all 
g o e s 
smoothly on »he field, and general­ 
ly keep peace and order in some 
highly volatile situations. 
In the five vears since he moved 
here with his family from Glen­ 
dale and volunteered his services 
to City Recreation Director How­ 
ard Haddock, Davis has gained a 
reoutnt’on as. first, a man w h o 
runs games quietly and efficiently, 
and secondly, a man w hi won't 
try to duck an argument. 
He and his fellow-umpires have 
been complimented bv m any visit­ 
ing leams for their precision and 
accurar v. Los Angeles D o d g e r 
Scout Kenny Myers, rem arked that 
Palm Springs had the best um ­ 
piring staff of any town its size he 
had seen. 
Any good baseball 
fan 
knows 
that players and avid fan» alike 
are essentially anarchist. G i v e 
them a chance and the gam e will 
quickly desolve into a chaos of 
rough plav 
hooting and ieenng.’ 
Some like the late 1 
Cobb to 
cite a famous example, might like 
it that way. But most players and 
spectators are at least billing to 
accept a peaceful orderly gam e.

if someone else goes to the trouble 
to insure it is that way. 
That's the job assigned to Davis 
and his fellow-umpires, Don Stone, 
Joe Woods.

Arguments, of course, are the 
most interesting and 
also 
most 
hectic part of the 
um pire's job. 


What Davis tries to get «cross is 
that they need not end up in . a 
real blow-off. 
“ It’s awfully easy to throw some 
one out of the gam e,” -he told this 
reporter. “The test of a good ump 
is to keep a player in a game, 
while letting him know you’re in 
charge. 
“ I’m 
not afraid of an argu­ 
ment. I usually listen They do the 
arguing. Right now, they’re on the 
defensive I let the guy talk about 
30 seconds Anytime a guy is mad. 
you can make an idiot out of him 
by remaining calm and tossing in 
a barb now and then.” 
One of Davis’ helpers, umpire 
''Jerry Friedman, said earlier in 
the summer that “ It’s not whether 
you’re right or 
wrong: if a how 
fast you make the decision that 
counts.” 
Davis outlines m ore accurately, 
if less picturesquely, w’hat Fried­ 
man is talking about. “ I’ve never 
deliberately called one wrong.” he 
told me. “Of course. I’ve made 
mistakes. Sometimes I get blocked 
out. But regardless, you’ve got to 
make a decision quickly and stick 
to it. The important thing is to 
make a judgment right now ’ An 
um pire’s uncertainty leads to dis­ 
putes. say the men in blue. 
Davis admits that, particularly

least he has in the past. He is not 
sure he will this year.

Prior to coming In Palm Springs, 
he lived in Glendale all his life. 
Before umpiring, Davis played 
17 years in semi-pro baseball. He 
held down a variety of infield posi­ 
tions. plaved in the outfield once.
